Seasoned Bonds at Low Levels 
Talking about general conditions in so far as in- 
vestments are concerned idle capital appears to have 
overlooked the fact that bonds of public utilities are 
an exceptionally good investment. 
A well known 
San Francisco bond buyer, Cyrus Pierce, who is 
a partner of N. W. Halsey A Company, is quoted in 
na Interview as saying: 
“The present tendency of investors seems to be 
largely to confine their investments to municipal 
and other public bonds, neglecting the opportunities 
that exist for the purchase of the bonds of our best 
public utility corporations at prices lower than have 
ever prevailed. This undoubtedly is caused not so 
lunch by the foreign war as through fear engendered 
by the troubles of various corporations in this State. 
In justice to the many well-managed corporations in 
California whose securities are intrinsically as sound 
as ever, I can but emphasise certain fundamental 
points. 
“Experienced Investors are accustomed to weigh 
the merits of a bond by considering the earning 
power, management physical condition, location and 
prospects of the property which secures it. 
They 
have in the past viewed the various data submitted 
in the light of the worst conditions which they 
thought could occur, and on these have based their 
Ideas of the value of the security. During the ladt 
year worse conditions in corporate financing have 
existed here than were thought possible, and the 
war conditions added thereto have made the present 
conditions worse than any of us had conceived. Yet, 
notwithstanding all this, well managed conservative­ 
ly financed California properties are today returning 
good earnings, maintaining first-class physical condi­ 
tion and promptly discharging 
their obligations. 
What better test of the intrinsic stability of its 
securities could be desired than successful operation 
under present conditions? 
There have been full 
disclosures of the defects of improperly financed 
properties, and the present conditions bring out in 
bold relief those which have been demonstrated to 
be thoroughly sound. 
“No one doubts the ultimate recovery of the de­ 
mand for securities and the eventual recovery of 
security values. 
The great bulk of investment in 
California utility properties is safe, a fact which l\ps 
been demonstrated by results under the most un­ 
favorable conditions. In view of these facts and the 
attractive prices at which, our best securities can 
now be purchased, opportunities are brought within 
the reach of the investor which he has not had in 
years and which may not again appear for a long 
period of time. Unless the investor closes his eyes 
to all past experiences, he must irresistibly be drawn 
to the conclusion that right now he can purchase 
corporation bonds of unquestioned security at prices 
which are unprecedented.” 


Great Electrical Exhibit 
During the past week the Eighth Annual Electri­ 
cal Exposition and Motor Show has been on in New 
York. Included in‘the exhibit were those from the 
United States ArmF and Navy, the United State# 
Mint and the Census Bureau. The Exposition, says 
the New York Journal of Commerce, “represents a 
national industry which has grown to mammoth pro­ 
portions. The annual production of electricity in the 
United States is now approximately five billion watts. 
This wattage if it could be used to illuminate a 
gigantic nitrogen lamp Would produce a brilliancy 
within sixty per cent as great as that of the sun. 
In addition there is the manufacture of generating 
and consuming machinery and apparatus. The an­ 
nual production of lamps alone now exceeds one 
hundred million, or one per capita for the entire 
United States. 
Two boroughs of New York city, 
Manhattan and the Bronx, consume annually a little 
over two-thirds of a billion kilowatt hours or ap­ 
proximately one-fifteenth of the grand total for the 
United States. 
This exceeds the total of nineteen 
states. 
Any one of the two score big generator^ 
at the Waterside Plant of the New York Edison 
Co., would supply all the electricity used in any 
one of eleven Southern and Western states.” 


Who Controls Oil Market 
A resolution of the Senate requests the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to “make a thorough investi­ 
gation of the conditions prevailing and that have 
prevailed in the States of New York, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Oklahoma and Ohio, or elsewhere,” 
respecting oil production and trade; how, to what 
extent and by whom the oil market is controlled; 
financial inducements offered in the development of 
oil fields; the operation of pipe lines, and whether 
the ^‘charge is true that substantially the same inter­ 
ests have operated the pipe lines, made the market, 
bought the crude oil, refined it and fixed the price 
of the refined products,” and also directing the Com­ 
mission to ascertain whether any pipe line companies 
have recently stopped taking all or any part of the 
crude oil produced by independent operators. 
In 
compliance with the resolution the Commission has 
begun an investigation. 


What Sentiment Does 
“Just because there is war in Europe,” mused the 
veteran steel man, “consumers in this country seem 
to think they must cease buying steel at once. This 
country is in no way involved in the conflict and the 
present depression is due more to false sentiment 
than anything else. 
In time consumers will wake 
up to the fact that the European war is not hurting 
this country as much as they figured at the begin­ 
ning and then they will begin to replenish their bare 
shelves. 
“It Is amusing to note that in three districts in 
Great Britain there are 158 furnaces in blast com­ 
pared with 193 a year ago, a decrease of about 18 
per cent. Men are scarce at that, so many having 
been called to the colors. 
This country is not at 
war, and is the one nation that can reap great bene­ 
fits from the general conflict in Europe. But the steel 
industry here is down to a 50 per cent basis, com­ 
pared with 85 or 90 per cent a year ago and 75 per 
cent previous to the declaration of war. 
"It looks to me as though the extent of the depres­ 
sion in the domestic steel industry since the declara­ 
tion of war was unwaranted, and that British pro­ 
ducers are taking things more calmly than American 
producers. Our steel manufacturers should begin to 
talk more business and less war.” 


Summit of Pensions Crossed 
The United States paid out $172,417,546 in pen­ 
sions in the fiscal year ended June 30, says Pension 
Commissioner Saltzgaber in his annual report made 
public this week . This compares with $174,171,660 
in 1913, the largest amount ever paid out. The com­ 
missioner points out that the maximum expenditure 
has been reached and a decrease may be expected to 
continue. The grand total of expenditures for pen­ 
sions from 1866 up to and including 1914 was $4,633,- 
511,926. 
The total number of pensioners of all 
classes on the rolls was 785,239 against 820,272 in 
1913. The number of Civil War pensioners was 728,129 
compared with 762,439 in 1913. The largest number 
ever on the rolls was in 1902, when there were 
999.466. 


Great Irrigation Scheme 
In Goose Lake Valley in the Southern part of 
Oregon, near the Modoc County, California line, a 
great irrigation scheme has been practically com­ 
pleted by the approval by the State Engineer of 
Oregon of the application of the Goose Valley Irriga­ 
tion Company for tile legation of 46,500 acres of land 
and the construction of a great reservoir. This im­ 
pounding dam, 66 feet high, 200 feet long at the bot­ 
tom and 600 feet at the top, has been completed 
and permits the storage of 65,000 acre feet of wa­ 
ter. Two canal lines known as the north and south 
canals are almost completed. The cost of the plant 
Is $1,000,000.

California Trust Company, as trustee of tbe Palmer 
Union Oil Company bond issue. Olney alleges that 
he and many other stockholders of the Palmer Oil 
Company were defrauded in the transfer of the as­ 
sets of that company to the Palmer Union Oil Com­ 
pany and the issuance of comparatively valueless 
stock in the new concern.
